MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD: 


25X1A9a SUBJECT: Meeting le Acting Director, OCS 


1. The Office of Computer Services (OCS) today has a need for 
more space and supporting services. Some expansion, in anticipa- 
tion of this situation, was made to the air-conditioning and power 

25X1A9a systems of the present Headquarsers Building. [is 
aware of this but is nevertheless concerned about the exmense and 
type of make-shift aopreach which has to be made in reconfiguring 
present office space fox special purnose (computer) space. I as- 
sured him that the BPS was well aequainted with this problem of 
his but that we were not the offiee set up to solve the day to day 
space requirements of the Agency. He was penerally aware of this 
but apparently wished tc drive home this continuing problem for OCS. 


2. Discussions of storage, types of space, and configurations 
were taken up, Planniny for new equipment and changes in present 
computer service practices and precedurcs vere also touched upon. 

25X1A9a EMM was inserested in our thoughts concerning the pos- 
sibility of centralizing in one f¢eneral locality the various com- 
puter activities in which the Arenev is involved, 


3. In touching upon security and communications, —— 25X1A9a 
indicated that it was not essential for the various computer activ- 
ities to be housed in the Headquarters Building. He felt that today's 
commnications techniques permitted secure transmission of requests 
and responses, adding that the form in which the information would 
pe sent would, in and of itself, be an added safety factor, 


sh. The OCS is constantly Cevising new systems and procedures. 

this searching attitude will uncoubtedly cause adjustments in the 
type of support rencerec: by OCS end other computer activities and 
may call for some drastically different types of equipment. He, 
therefore, felt that a close working relationship would have to be 
waintained between OCS and the BPS during the planning and construc- 
tion of new facilities for the Agency. He strongly recommended that 
I keep in close contact with ORD which is involved in some of the
